| ſpoken, and he hath done; one true God in

fore can fit none but the mouth of God our 
Saviour, 1! is finiſhed. We know whom we have

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Of the Morall ; it was kept perfectly by himſelf 
ſatisfied fully for us: Of the Ceremoniall; it was 
referred to him, obſerved of him, fulfilled i in him, 
abolicht by him. There were nothing more eaſie, 
than to ſhew you how all thoſe Jewiſh Ceremonies | 
lookt at Chriſt : how Circumciſion, Paſſeover, the 
Tabernacle, both outer and inner, the Temple, 
the Laver, both the Altars, the Tables of Shew- 
bread, the Candleſlickes, the Vaile, the Holy of 
| Holies, the Arke, the Propitiatolie, the pot of 
Manna, Aarons Rod, the High-Prieſt, his Order 
and Line; his Habits, his "Tnaugnrations; his 
Waſhings, his Anointings, his Sprinklings, offe- 
ings, the Sacrifices, and what ever Jewiſh Rite; 
had their vertue from Chrift, relation to him, and 
their end in him. This was then their laſt gaſpe; 
for, now ſtraight they died with Chriſt, now the _ 
vaile of the Temple rent: as Auſtin well notes 
out of Matthewes order ; ; It tore then, when Chriſts 
laſt breath paſſed. That conceite of Theophylad is 
witty ; that as the Jewes were wont to rend their 
_ garments, when they heard blaſphemy: fo the 
Temple not enduring theſe execrable blaſphemies 
- againſt the ſonne of God, tore his vaile in peeces. 
But that is not all; the vaile rent, is the obliga- ; 
tion of the rievall Law cancelled ; the way into 
the heavenly Sanctuary opened; the ſhadow giving 
roome to the ſubſtance: in a word, it doth that 
which Chriſt ſaith, Conſummatum eſt,

the ſhame of men: the. more honour, the more 
abaſement. Look back to his Cradle: there you 


laid, alas, how homely, how unworthily ; ſought _ 
up in the Cottage of a poore Folter-Father, tranf- 
kindred, blaſphemoully traduced by the Jewes, 


rowfull, perſecuted by the Elders and Phariſes, 
ſold by his own ſervant, apprehended, arraigned,

further we looke, the more wonder: every thing 
addes to this 1 ignominie of ſuffering, and triumph 
of over-comming. Where was it? not in a corner, 
as Paul ſaith to Feſtus, but in Jeruſalem, the eye, 
the heart of the world. Obſcurity abateth ſhame: 
publique notice heightens it: Before all Iſiael and 
| before this Sunne, ſaith God to David, when he 
- would throughly ſhame him: In Jeruſalem, which 
he had honoured with his preſence, taught with 
his preachings, aſtoniſht with his miracles, be- 
 wayled with his tears; O Jeruſalem, Jer, falem, how 
oft would I, and thou would/t not : O yet, if in this thy 
day. Cruelty and unkindneſſe, after good deſert, 
afflict ſo much more, as our merit hath been 
greater. Where abouts? without the gates: in 
Calvarie, among the ſtinking bones of execrable 
Malefactors. Before the glory of the place bred 
ſhame; now the vileneſſe of it. When ? but in 
the Paſſeover; a time of greateſt frequence, and 
concourſe of all Jews and Prolelytes : An holy 
time: when they ſhould receive the figure, they 


reject the ſubſtance: when they ſhould kill and 


eat the Sacramentall Lambe, in faith, in thankful- 
neſſe, they kill the Lambe of God, our true Paſſe— 
over, in crueltie and contempt. With whom ? 
The quality of our company either increaſes or 
leſſens ſhame. In the midit of theeves (faith one) 
as the Prince of theeves: ere was no guile in his 


mouth, 
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mouth, much leſſe in his hands: yet behold he 
that thought it no robbery to be equall with God,. 
is made equal] to robbers and murderers; yea 
| ſuperiour in evill. What ſuffered he? As all lifes 
are not alike pleaſant, ſo all deaths are not equally _ 
fearefull. There is not more difference betwixt 
ſome life and death, than betwixt one death and 
another. See the Apoſtles gradation: He was made 
obedient to the death, even the death of the Croffe. The | 
Croſſe, a lingring, tormenting, ignominious death, | 
The Jewes had foure kindes of death for male- 


factors; the towell, the ſword, fire, ſtones ; each 
of thele above other in cxtremity. Strangling 
with the towell, they accounted eaſieſt: the ſword 


| worſe than the towell; the fire worſe than the 
ſword : ſtoning worſe than the fire: but this Ro- 
man death was worlt of all. Curſed is every one 
| that hangeth on a Tree. Yet (as Jerome well) he is 
not therefore accurſed, becauſe he hangeth ; but 


therefore he hangeth, becauſe he 1s accurſed. He 


was made a Curſe for us. The Furſe was more 
than the ſhame : yet the {hame#Ts$ unſpeakeable ; 'L 
and yet not more than the paine. Yet all that 
dye the ſame death, are not equally miſerable ; 
the very theeves fared better in their death than 
he: I heare of no irriſion, no inſcription, no 


taunts, no inſultation on them: they had nothing 
but paine to encounter, he paine and ſcorne. An 
ingenious and noble Nature can worle brooke

in the dayes of his fleſh, offered up prayers and ſups. 

plications, with frrong cries and tcares, to him that was 
able to helpe him, and was heard in that he feared. 
Never was man fo afraid of the torments of Hell, 
as Chrift (ſtanding in our roome) of his Fathers 
wrath. Fear is flill ſuteable to apprehenſion. 

Never man could ſo perfectly apprehend this cauſe. 

of ſeare; he felt the chaſtifements of our peace, 
yea the curſe of our ſinnes; and therefore might. 
well fay with David, I ſuffer thy terrors with a troubled 
mine; yea with Job; T he arrowes of God are in me, 
the terrors of G fight againſt me. With feare, 
there was a dejecting ſorrow. My ſoule is on all 
ſides heavy to the death : his ſtrong cries, his many 
teares, are wiineſſes of this Paſſion: he had for- 
merly ſhed teares of pittie, and teares of love, but 
now of anguiſh: he bad before lent forth cries of

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mercy ; never of complaint till now: when the

outward Wolenes meerely, out of the extremitie 


of his own Paſſion, bled (through the fleſh and 


ſkinne,) not ſome faint deaw, but ſolid drops of 
blood? No thorns, no nailes fetcht blood from 
him, with ſo much paine as his own thoughts : he 


aw the fierce wrath of his Father, and therefore 
feared :*he ſaw the heavy burden of our fins to be 


undertaken; and thereupon, beſides feare juſtly 
grieved : he ſaw the neceſſity of our eternall dam- 
nation, if he ſuffered not : if he did ſuffer, of our 
redemption ; and therefore his love incountred 


both griefe and feare. In it ſelfe, he would not 


drinke of that cup. In reſpe& of our good, and 


his decree, he would and did; and while he thus 
ſtriveth, he ſweats and bleeds, There was never 


ſich a combat, never ſuch a bloodſhed, and 


yet it is not finiſhed; I dare nat ſay with ſome 
Schoole- men, that the ſorrow of his Paſhon' was 
not ſo great as the ſorrow of his compaſſion : yet

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_ gracious careleſneſſe of mankinde, the flender 


_ fruit of his ſufferings ; the ſorrowes of his Mother,

tower of his Croſſe, the future tempiations of his 
children, deſolations of his Church; all thcſe muſt 


needs ſtrike deepe into a tender . Theſe he 
Mill fees and pitties, but without Pow: ; then he 


ſuffered in ſeeing them. 
Can we yet ſay any more ? Lo, all wet ſuffer- 


ings are aggravated by his fulneſſe of knowledge, 
and want of comfort : for, he did not ſhut his cies, 
as one faith, when he drunke this cup: he ſaw 


how dreggiſh ; and knew how bitter it was. So- 


daine evills afflict, if not leſſe, ſhorter. He fore- 
ſaw, and ſore - ſaid, every particular he ſhould 


ſuffer: ſo long as he fore - ſaw, he ſuffered: the 


expectation of evill, is not leſſe than the ſenſe: 
to looke long for good, is a puniſhment ; but for 
evill, is a torment. No paſſion workes upon an 
unknowen object: as no love, ſo no feare is of 


what we know not. Hence men feare not Hell, 


| becauſe they fore-ſee it not: if we could ſee that 
Pit open before we come at it, it would make us 
tremble at our fins, and our. knees to knock 

together, as Baltazars ; and perhaps without faith, 
do runne madde at the horror of judgement. He 
E faw the burden of all particular ſinnes to be laid 


upon him; every dramme of his Fathers wrath 
was meaſured out to him, erc he toucht this _— 
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tion ; this cup was full, and he knew that it muſt 


be wring d. not a drop leſt: it maſt be finiſned. 
Oh vet, if as he fore-faw all his ſorrowes, ſo he 
could have ſeen ſome mixture of refreſhing. BANt. 


found none to comfort me, no, none to pity me. 1 


And yet it is a poore comfort that ariſes from pity. 


Even fo, O Lord, thou treadeſt this wine-preſle 


alone; none to accompany, none to affiſt thee. 


Even the greateſt torments are eaſie, when they _ 
have anfwerable comforts : but a wounded and 
comfortlefle ſpirit, who can beare ? If yet but the 
fame meſſenger of God might have attended his - 


Croſfe, chat appeared in his agony; and might 


have given eafe to their Lord, as he did to bis ; 
"ſervant. And yet, what can the Angels help, 
where God will ſmite? Againſt the violence of 


men, againft the furie of Satan, they have prevatled 
in the caufe of God, for men : they dare not, they 


cannot comfort, where God will afflit., When 


our Saviour had been wreſtling with Satan in the 
End of his Lent, then they appeared to him, and 
ſerved ; but now, while about the ſame time, he 


is wreſtling with the wrath of his Father for ns, 


not an Angel dare be ſeen, to look out of the 
windows * heaven to releeve him. For men, 


much leſſe could they, if they would; but what 


did they ? Miſerable comforters are ye alk: the 


Souldiers, they ſtript him, ſcorned him with his 


purple crown. reed, fpat on him, fmote him; the 
5 . 5 pallengers 
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paſſengers, they reviled him ; and inſulting, wagg- 
ing their heads & hands at him, Hey thou that 

deſtroyedſt the Temple, come down, &c, The Elders 
and Scribes; alas, they have bought his blood, 
ſuborned witneſſes, incenſed Pilate, preferred Bar- 

rabas, undertook the guilt of his death, cried out, 
Cruciſie, Cruciſie. Ho thou that ſavedſt others. His 

| Diſciples : alas, they forſook him, one of them for- 

ſweares him, another runs away naked, rather 
than he will ſlay and confeſſe him. His mother 
and other friends, they look on indeed, and ſor- 

row with him ; but to his diſcomſort. Where the 
griefe is extreme, and reſpects neere, partnerlhip 

_ doth but increaſe ſorrow. Paul chides this love: 

| What doe you weeping & breaking my heart ? The 


teares of thoſe we love, do either ſlacken our 


hearts, or wound them. Who then ſhall comfort | 
him? himſelfe ? Sometimes our own thoughts find 
a way to ſuccour us, unknown to others; no, not 
himſelfe. Doubtleſſe (as Aquinas) the influence of 
the higher part of the ſoule, was reſtrained from 
the aid of the inferiour : My ſoule is filled with cvills, 


Pſal. 87. 4. Who then? his Father? here, here 


was his hope : If the Lord had not holpen me, my 
Joule had almoſt dwelt in ſilence: I and my Father are 


one. But now (alas) he, even he, delivers him into 


the hands of his enemies; when he hath done, 
turnes his back upon him as a ſtranger; yea, he

done fo, It had not been finiſhed. This is our war- 


fare; this is the religion of our ſorrow & death. 


"New are we ſet upon the ſandie pavement of our 
Theatre, and are matched with all ſorts of evils, _ 
cvill men, evill ſpirits, evill accidents ; and (which 
is worſt) our owne evill hearts; temptations, 


croſſes, perſecutions, ſickneſſes, wants, infamies, 


_ death; all theſe muſt in our courſes; be encountred 
by the Law of our profeſſion. What ſhould we 


doe but ſtrive and ſuffer, as our Generall hath 
done, that we may reign as he doth, and once 


biumph in our | Conſummatum et? God and his 


Angels fit upon the ſcaffolds of heaven, and be- 


hold us: our Crown is ready.: our day of de- 


liverance ſhall come; yea our redemption is neere, 


when all teares ſhall be wip't"from our eyes; and 
wie that have ſowre in teares, ſhall reape in joy.

there is want in me, He hath finiſhed, but I 


believe not, I repent not. Every preſumptuous 
& hard heart ſo catches at Chriſt, as if he had 


finiſht for all, as if he had broken downe the 


gates of hell, & looſed the bands of death, and 
hid made forgivenes as common as life : ſaith wiſe 


Solomon; Eaſe flaieth the fooliſh, and the proſperity | 


of fools deſtroyeih them ; yea, the confidence of pro- 


[perity. Thou fayeſt God is mercifull, thy Sa- 


viour bounteous, his paſſion abſolute: all theſe, 


and 
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and yet thou mayeſt be condemned.  Mercifull, 
not unjuſt; bountifull, not laviſh; abſolutely 
ſufficient for all, not effectuall to all. 'Whatſoever 


| God is. what art thou? Here is the doubt: Thou 
 fayeſt well; Chriſt is the good Shepheard. Wherein; 


He gives 15 life but for whom ? * for his Mteß. 
What is this to thee ? while thou art ſecure, pro- 


Phane, impenitent, thou art a Wolle or a Goat: 
My Sheep hcar my voice: what is his voice, but his 
| precepts : ? Where is thine obedience to his com- 


mandments ? If thou wilt not heare his Law, 
never hearken to his Goſpell. Here is no more 
mercy for thee, than if there were no Saviour. 


He hath finiſted, for thoſe in whom he hath begun: 
| If thou have no beginnings of grace as yet, hope 2 
not for ever finiſhing of ſalvation: Come to me all 
pe that are heavy laden, faith Chrift : thou ſhalt get 
nothing. if thou come when he cals thee not,

ragiouſly meets him in the way; and like a 
Obampion that ſcornes to be overcome, yea,

bis ftrength, that he might by dying, vanquiſh 
death. He bowed and gave ub: Not bowing, be- 
cauſe he had given up, but becauſe he would. 

He cryed with a loud voice, ſaith Matthew. Nature 


was firong, he might have lived; but he gave ub 
the ghoſt : and would die, to ſhew himſelf Lord 
of life and death, Oh wondrous example! he 


that gave life 10 his enemies, gave up his own: 
he gives them to live, that perſecute' and hate 
him; and bimſelfe will die the whiles for thoſe 

"He = that 
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ha hate him. He bowed and gave uþ : not they * 
8 they might crowne his head, they could not Boy : 
it: they might vex his ſpirit, not take it awa 
they could not doe that without leave; this 5 
could not doe, becauſe they had no leave. He 
alone would bow his head, and give up his ghoſt: 
I have power to lay downe my life. Man gave him 
not his life; man could not bereave it. No man 
takes it from me. Alas, who could? The High- 
' Prieſts forces, when they came againſt him armed, 
he ſaid but, I am he, they flee and fall backward, 
How eaſie a breath diſperſt his enemies? whom 
he might as caſily have bidden the earth, yea, 
hell to ſwallow, or fire from heaven to deyour. 
Who commanded the Devils, and they obeyed, 


could not have been attached by men: he muft 


give not only leave, but power to apprehend 
bimſelf, elſe they had not lived to take him: he 
is laid hold of; Peter fights ; Put ub, ſaith Chriſt ; 
T hinkeſt: thou that J cannot pray to my Father, and be 0 
will give me more than twelve Legions of Angels? 

What an Army were here? more than threeſcore 
and twelve thouſand Angels, and every Angell 


able io ſubdue a world of men: he could, but 


would not be reſcued ; he is led by his own 
power, not by his enemies; and ſtands now before 
- Pilate, like the ſcorne of men; crowned, robbed, 
| ſcourged ; Yet thou couldſt have no power againſt me, : 
| wilefſe it were given thee from above, 


; Behold, 
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Behold, he himſelfe muſt give Pilate power 
againſt himſelfe, elſe he could not be condemned: 


he will be condemned, lifted up, nailed; yet no 
death without himſelfe. He ſhall give his "fouls an 


offering for ſinne, Eſay 53. 10. No action, that 


ſavours of conſtraint, can be meritorious : he 


would deſerve, therefore he would ſuffer and die. | 
Hie bowed his head, and gave up the ghoſt. O 
_ _ gracious and bountifull Saviour: he might have 
kept his ſoule within his teeth, in ſpight of all the 
world; the weakneſſe of God is ſtronger than 


men: and if he had but ſpoken the word, the 


heavens and earth ſhould have vaniſht away be- 
fore him: but he would not. Behold, when he 


ſaw, that impotent man could not take away his 


ſoule, he gave it up, and would die, that we might | 


live. See here a Saviour, that can contemne his 
owne life for ours; and cares not to be diſſolved 
in himſelf, that we might be united to his Father. 


Skin for Skin, ſaith the Devill, and all that he hath 
aà man will give for his life. Loe here, to prove 
Satan a lyer, Skin and life and all hath Chriſt 
Jeſus given for us. We are beſotted with the 
earth, and make baſe ſhifts to live; one with a 


maimed body, another with a perjured- ſouls, * 


third with a rotten name: and how many had 
rather negle& their ſoule than their life, and will 
rather renounce and curſe God, than die? It is a 
ſhame to tell; Many. of us Chriſtians dote upon 
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life, and tremble at death; and ſhew our felves 55 
fooles in our exceſſe of love, cowards in our feare. 
Peter denies Chriſt thrice, and forſweares him; 

Marcellinus twice caſts graines of incenſe into the 
Idols fire; Ecebolius turnes thrice ; Shira revolts 
and deſpaires : Oh let me live, faith the fearcfull 

ſoule. Whether doeſt thou reſerve thy ſelfe, thou - 


wWweeake and timorous creature? or what wouldeſt 


thou doe with thy ſelfe ? Thou haſt not thus 
learned Chriſt : he died voluntarily for thee, thou 
wilt not be forced io die for him: he gave up the 
ghoſt for thee, thou wilt not let others take it 
from thee for him, thou wilt not t Jet him take it 
tor himſelfe. 
When I look Wack to the firſt Chriſtians, 24 
compare their zealous contempt of death with our 
backwardneſſe: I am at once amazed and aſhamed: 
1 ſee there even women (the feebler ſex) running 


with their little ones in their armes for the prefer- 


ment of Martyrdome, and ambitiouſly ſtriving 
for the next blow. I ſee holy and tender Virgins, 
chuſing rather a ſore and ſhamefull death, than 
honourable Eſpouſals. I heare the bleſſed Mar- 
tyrs, intreating their tyrants and tormentors for 
the honour of dying. Ignatius, amongſt the reſt, 
' fearing leaſt the beaſts will not devoure him; 
and vowing the firſt violence to them, that he 
might be diſpatched. And what leſſe courage was 
there i in our r memorable and glorious fore- a 
| | F 2 e 
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of the laſt of this age? and doe we, their cold and 


feeble off-ſpring, look pale at the face of a faire 
and naturall death; abhorre the violent, though 
for Chriſt ? Alas, how have we gathered ruſt with 


our long peace? Our unwillingneſſe is from in- 
conſideration, from diſtruſt, Looke but up to 

| Chriſt Jeſus upon his Croſſe, and ſee him bowing | 

| his head, and breathing out his ſoule, and theſe + 


fears ſhall vaniſh: he died, and vouldeſt thou 


live? he gave up the ghoſt, and wouldeſt thou 


keep it? whom wouldeſt thou follow, if not thy 


| Redeemer ? If thou die not, if not willingly, thou 


goeſt contrary to him, and ſhalt never meet him. 


Though thou ſhouldeſt every day die a death for 


him, thou couldeſt never requite his one death; 


Ad nqd doeſt thou flick at one? Every word hath 15 5 
force; both to him and thee: he died, which is 
the Lord of life, and commander of death; thou 
art but a tenant of life, a ſubject of death: and 
yet it was not a dying, but a giving up, not of a 
' vaniſhing and atrie breath, but of a [pirituall 
ſoule, which after ſeparation, hath an entire life 
In it ſelfe, He gave up the ghoſt : he died, that hath | 
both overcome, and ſanctified, and ſweetened 
death. What feareſt thou ? He hath pull'd out

Heathen Poet ſaith ; - Hee durſt not ſay, that a good 

man dies, It is worth the noting (me thinks) that 

when S. Luke would deſcribe to us the death of 
Ananias and Sapphira, he ſaith he expired : but 
When Saint Jon would deſcribe Chriſt's death, 

he ſaith, He gave up the ghoſt : How? How gave 
he it up, and whither ? So, as aſter a ſort he re- 

| tained it: his ſoule parted from his body; his 

_ Godhead was never diſtracted either from ſoule 

or body: this union is not in nature, but in 


perſon, If the natures of Chriſt could be divided, 


ceach would have his ſubſiſtence ; ſo there ſhould 


be more perſons. God forbid, one of the natures 


thereof may have a ſeparation in it ſelfe : the 
ſoule from the body: one nature cannot be ſepa- 
rate from other, or either nature from the perſon. 


If you cannot conceive, wonder : the Son of God 
hath wedded unto himſelſe our humanity, without 


all poflibility of divorce ; the body hangs on the 
Croſſe, the ſoule is yeelded, the God-head is 


eviternally united to them both; acknowledges, 
ſuſtaines them both. The ſoule in his agony 


| feels not the preſence of the God-head ; the body

The Paſhon of Chriſt (as Auguſtine) was the ſleep 

of his Divinity: ſo I may ſay, The Death of 

Chriſt was the ſleep of his humanity, If he ſleep, 

he ſhall doe well, aid that Diſciple of Lazarus: 

Death was too weake to diſſolve the eternall bonds 

of this heavenly conjunction. Let not us Chriſ- 
tians goe too much by ſenſe; we may be firmely 
Enit 10 God, and not feele it: thou canſt not 


hope to be ſo neere thy God, as Chriſt was, 


united perſonally : thou canſt not feare, that God 
ſhould ſeeme more abſent from thee, than he did 
from his one Son: yet was he till one with both 

body and ſoule, when they were divided from 
themſelves; when he was abſent to ſenſe, he was 
preſent to faith; when abſent in viſion, yet in 


union one and the ſame: fo will he be to thy 
ſoule, when he is at worſt. He is thine, and thou
